For Teachers’ Appropriation Be- 

fore Engaging Them. 

A delegation of achool trustees, 
headed by the County Superintendent, 
appeared before the County Supervis- 
ors .yesterday, requesting 
schools be assurred of the appropria- 
tion of $100 a teacher, as granted in 
past years, in addition to the regular 
levy. Since the Supervisors, 
Amendment No. 1, do not know how 
county finances will come out, there 
was objection co promising a sum that 
will reach $185,000, before the levy 


next fa'l is made. 


Keppel and E. H. Sanford of Clare- 
mont explained that it was neccessary 
to make tentative offers to the teach- 
ers at once, to hire those in the city 
in June, and in the country In Jul 
and to reckon definitely on the to 
school appropriation by 
at the latest. They explain 
many districts had already levied the 
school limit of 30 cents on $100, and 
could not jawfully raise money by a 
special tax, if the county failed them. 
As a resuit, the term would have to 
be shortened, or the teachers be paid 
a smaller amount each month 

Chairman Pridham Wbjected to a 


hard-and-fast pledge, 


favored giving the money, if it could be 
afforded. He said it would be impos- 
sible to discriminate in favor of the 
schools. The city school budget alone 
would be swelled by $115,000, needed 
by July 1, too early to tell how mat- 
ters financial would come out in other 


departments. The

Supervisor Butler finally proposed 
that a tentative promise be made 
allow the appropriation, if other de- 
partments would not suffer by It.

“The schools will undoubtedly get 
the money,” said Pridham last night. 
“We simply can't pledge it now. 
think we shall have an economical 
year, with the levy well under 


cents.” 


“We shall go ahead and hire our 
teachers, as though we had been as- 
sured of the money,” 
“The Board of Supervisors is pinched, 
and so are we. In business, I should 
never count my chickens before they 
were hatched; but in this case 


shall have to do go.” 


The Supervisors are investigating 
‘the school demands for money, 
ascertain how economically the system 
is being run.

DOG ORDINANCES. 
COUNCIL MU8T CHOOS6BE. 

The tale of “The Twa Dogs,” as 
told by Burns, will be recalled to the 
Council tomorrow, when two dog or- 
dinances will be submitted. One will 
come from the City Attorney and the 
other from the Humane Animal Com- 
mission. 

The City Attorney's refiects the un- 
advised judgment of the Council Fi- 
nance Committee. It brings all dog 
receipts into the city treasury, makes 
all dogs equal as to license tax (§2) 
and abolishes the Humane Animal 
fund with its $15,000 surplus, con- 
fiecating the money to general uses. 
It also reduces the inspectors from 
eighteen to seven. ; 

The commission's law practically re- 
enacts the existing law, providing 
$1.50 fee for male dogs, and 83 for 


for at least ten Inspectors. 

The commission, composed of W.

P. Trumbowner, says the proposed or- 
dinance of the Finance Committee 
does not meet the needs of the city. 

The Council must think quickly as 
one of the ordinances must be passed 
tomorrow, in order to become effect- 
ive July i, when the new dog year 
begins.

California gave not many soldiers to the 
war.

We were without 
railroad communication. We were isolated 
by time and distance, and our volunteers 
were offered no more enticing prospect than 
the garrisoning of local and of frontier 
posts, from which the trained officers and 
soldiers of the regular army were ordered 
to the front. But there was no place in all 
the land where the current of patriotism 
throbbed with more tumultuous surge. Cali- 


fornians flung the gold of mercy “to chime 
with valor’s flashing steel,” and every ap- 
peal of the sanitary commission was met 
with a response that left a trail of empty 
pockets all the way from the Sierras to the 
sea. 

Memorial Day is something more than 
loving remembrance of the personality of 
those who died that the nation might live. 
If it were only individual soldiers whose 
last camping grounds will be decked with 
flowers today the lapse of years might so 


dim the remembrance of personal achieve- 
ment that in time the celebration of the 
day itself might fall into disuse. We honor 
our dead not merely in memory of their 
deeds, but as an object lesson to Impress 
upon the rising generation the value of the 
principles for which they fought. If we 
remember the men who upheld a great 
cause, and yet forget, or hold faint remem- 
brance of the cause itself, we gather but the 
busks of the harvest and leave unused the 
golden grain which was beaten out by the 
fails of battle.

NIGHTMARE.” 

A fellow named Kirkpatrick has pub- 
lished a book for the propaganda of social- 
ism. He could probably find no decent pub- 
lisher to place his imprint upon it\and no 
reputable printer to soil the types of his 
shop with it, so he* performed both tasks 
himself. The book is original and unique 
in both phrase and doctrine. Its rhetorical 
aroma is as the perfume of a thousand cess- 
pools. The initial statement of the preface 
is that “the purpose of all class-labor forms 
of society is robbery.” He states that “in 
1907 the number of unemployed wage-earn- 
ers in the United States was over 3,000,000.” 
He avers that the “Caesars of industry,” 
leading a guard of “prideless purchasable 
human things, social chameleons, moral 
eunuchs, political flunkies and intellectual 
prostitutes,” in order to get rid of these 
3,000,000 surplus unemployed wage-earners, 
caused the War Department to pian to dis- 
pose of them. The method proposed was 
“that one machine-gun company, witb six 
rapid-fire guns of the Maxim or some simi- 
lar type should be added to each of the 
thirty regiments of infantry and fifteen reg- 
iments of cavalry now constituting the army 
—ae total of 270 of the most terrible mur- 
dering machines ever invented. With these 
guns, each firing 800 shots per minute, 
8,640,000 cold steel nuggets of “law and or- 
der” and “unparalleled prosperity” could be 
handed out to the unemployed in just forty 
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minutes—to lovingly show the working class 
how, under the wage system—the present 
clase-labor system—"the interests of the 
capitalist class and the interests of the 
working class are practically the same.” 

“Thus,” says Kirkpatrick, “the capitalists 
of our day are ready to have wage-paid sol- 
diers, militiamen and policemen murder the 
wage-earning working class.” The seuthor 
argues that in thus removing from the scene 
of human activities 3,000,000 men, there 
would really be 21,000,000 disposed of, for 
“every man counts not only as one, he is also 
his father’s son, his mother’s son, his sis- 
ter’s brother, his sweetheart’s lover, his 
wife's busband and his child's father.” 

However beseeched by Morgan, begged by 
Rockefeller and implored by Carnegie, Mr. 
Kirkpatrick will not join this picnic. He 
says, “I refuse to be flattered into hell's 
nightmdre by a class of well-fed snobs, 
crooks and cowards who despise our class 
socially, rob our class economically and be 
tray our class politically.” 

There are 350 pages of this sort of thing. 
The book is really of interest as a frank 
and very forcible statement of the loveliness 
of socialism unveiled. It should be read for 
instruction by every dreamer who desires 
to make war on the multiplication table, and 
by every socialist who believes that a pound 
of flour can be ground from half a pound of 
wheat, and by every reformer who is try- 
ing to perfect himself in the art of lifting 
himself over the fences of society by the 
slack of his own pantaloons. 


HE VALUE OF A COMMA. 


it often leads to expensive iitigation; it is a 
fruitful cause of brain fag to editors and 
proof-readers; the misplacing of a semi- 
colon or a comma generally bespeaks the 
slovenly workman. In the new State law 
regulating the hours of work for women the 
omission of a comma may alter the whole 
meaning of the measure and exempt all fe- 
male clerks from its operation, except those 
employed in a telephone or telegraph estab- 
lisament. This of course was not the in- 
tention of the labor-union clique which is 
behind this pet plece of Jobnsonian legisia- 
tion. To say “telephone or telegraph estab- 
lishment, or office,” means any office em- 
ploying female help; to write “telegraph or 
telephone establishment or office,” limits 
“office” to telephone or telegraph companies. 
Therefore many lawyers, doctors, bankers, 
dentists and merchants, in whose offices it 
is often necessary to work more than eight 
hours a day, will rejoice that they are not 
to be parted from their indispensable female 
helpers, for fear of breaking this hbastilp 
formed ordinance. 

Blessed sometimes i¢ the power of the 
insignificant comma in checking the rabid 
demagogue in his wild career; it is to the 
careless framer of documents what the Lit- 
tle piece of banana peel is to the star-gazing 
pedestrian.

It is dificult to read into the recent labor 
decision of the Bupreme Court of the United 
States any justification of the defiance of 
Injunctions by the courts or immunity from 
punishment for violation of injunctions. The 
court seems to have decided in the Gom- 
pers-Mitchell-Morrison case that the wrong 
method of punishing the violation of the 
injunction was pursued, not that labor pub- 
lications may with impunity assassinate 
great business enterprises under the guise 
of “liberty of the press.” 

But, all things considered, it is just as 
well that the case is to be dropped. A fine 
chance to become “martyrs” was lost to 
the labor leaders who were released from 
the necessity of going to jail. No good pur- 
pose would be served by giving the leaders 
the opportunity of posing as victims of 
“capitalistic greed” and “subsidized courts.” 
Mr. Debs has been hypothecating for years 
the distinction conferred upon him by be 
ing locked up, and there probably are other 


leaders who would welcome the opportunity 
of “serving the tauge” in the false glory of 
marytrdom. The chief end sought in the 
whole proceeding, the protection of large 
business enterprises from sandbaggers, has 
been achieved, and the tter may well 
become a closed incident. The same court

another fling at “oppressive laws” and gov- 


ernment by injunction has been lost for the 
time being. 


One of the most remarkable emigration 
movements ever undertaken has been deter- 
mined upon by the villagers of Beratori, 
Spain. There are some 4000 inhabitants in 
the town and tney have informed Premier 
Canalejas of their fixed determination to 
emigrate en masse to Argentina because of 
the lack of means of subsistence. Beratori 
was once in a flourishing condition, but of 
late it has fallen on evil days. Its inhabit- 
ants have been decimated by smallpox, the 
schoolmaster has not received any salary 
from the government for the last five years, 
and is only kept alive by the charity of the 
people who have little enough for them- 
selves, and this past winter, which has been 
an extremely severe one, has brought mat- 
ters to a climax.

“THE BLUE AND THE GRAY.” 


BY FRANCIS MILES FINCH. 


By the flow of the Inland River, 

Whence the fleets of iron have fied, 
Where the blades of the grave-grass quiver, 
Asleep are the ranks of the dead:— 
Under the sod and the dew, 

Waiting the Judgment Day— 

Under the one, the Blue, 

Under the other, the Gray. 


Those in the robings of glory, 
Those in the gloom of defeat, 
All with the battle-blood gory, 
In the dusk of etermty meet; 
Under the sod and the dew, — 
Waiting the Judgment Day:— 
Under the laurel, the Blue, 
Under the willow, the Gray. 


From the silence of sorrowful hours — 
The desolate mourners £0, 
Lovingly laden with flowers 
Alike for the friend and the foe:— 
Under the sod and the dew, 
Waiting the Judgment Day:— 
Under the roses, the Blue, 
Under the lilies, the Gray. ™ 


So, with an equal splendor, 

The morning ,sun-rays fall, 
With a touch impartially tender, 

On the blossoms blooming for all.— 
Under the sod and the dew,

So, when the summer calleth,

Sadly, but not with upbraiding, 
The deed was done;

No more shall the war-cry sever, 
Or the windthg rivers be red;

Love and tears for the Blue, 
Tears and love for the Gray. 


‘Francis Miles Finchs poem, “The 
and the Gray,” has done more to 
wound left by the Civil War than any 
one thing that has been written or said, or 
any action by an individual on either side. 
Those beautiful lines— 


Under the other, the Gray,” 
are so significant, respond so readily against 
the force of sectionalism, that they sum up 
the entire situation, not to forget but to re- 
member impartially. 

The inspiration came to the author in a 
reflective moment. He was reading his pa- 
per and therein was printed a dispatch 
which told of “The women of Columbus, 
Miss., animated by nobler sentiments than 
are many of their sisters, have shown them- 
selves impartial in their offerings to the 
memory of the dead. They strewed flowers 
alike on the grave of the Confederate and 
of the Federal soldiers.” 

This dispatch referred to a little company 
of grieving women in the Mississippi city, 
seeing in war, as women do, only its trag- 
edy and its woe, cast their sectionalism 
aside and decorated the graves of the dead 
Yankee soldiers in their local graveyard 
with as much reverence as those of their 
own kin. 

This dispatch was printed in the spring 
of 1867. At this time Francis Miles Finch 
was residing in the town of Ithaca, N. Y. 
He was a man of rare literary attainmenjs; 
occupied a beautiful home and had one of 
the finest libraries in the college town. He 
, possessed a rare poetical gift and, although 
he had written considerable, he had never 
published a poem. j 

“When I read these lines,” sald Mr. Finch; 
“it struck me that the South was holding 
out a friendly hand, and that it was our 
duty, not only as conquerors, but as men 
and their fellow-citizens of the nation, to 
grasp it. If the war was over, and peace 
had supervened, it seemed to me that peace 
should be re-established in our hearts as 
well as upon our records.” 

And with this sentiment in mind, he 
penned his poem—the poem setting out so 
beautifully the equality that lies in death. 
He gave to the conqueror his “robings of 
glory;” to the conquered their “gloom of de 
feat.” This poem carried with it the sub- 
lime message of peace. Most poems that 
contain its appealing strength have been 
built to inflame the hearts of men to war, 
and to arouse their animal spirit to strike. 
But “The Blue and the Gray” goes to the 
opposite extreme; and the lines, instead of 
being inspired with the vigor of war, read 
like a gentile and loving message from the 
Prince of Peace Himself. 

Criticised at first by those 41 whom memo- 
ries of the strife were still deeply rooted, it 
‘gradually found its conquering way through 
the nation, the North and the South alike, 
by the fine character of its motive and the 
humanity and truth of its appeal. 

No known verses have ever produced a 
more powerful or more beautiful social ef- 
fect than “The Blue and the Gray,” and its 
genesis and history, therefore, are of much 
interest on even other grounds than those 
of sentiment. It illustrates once again that 
many of our most popular and most endur- 
ing poems have been written by poets prac- 
tically unknown, just as the epoch-making 
invention Usually comes from some brain 
ye connected with its special field of in- 

ustry. 

Mr. Finch was « graduate of Yale Uni- 
versity and it was there, as editor of the 
Yale Literary Magazine, that the efforts of 
his pen first appeared. In the song book of 
his Alma Mater some of his contributions 
were long popular, such as “Gather Ye 
Smiles,” “Smoking Song,” “Nathan Hale” 
and “Linonia.” He died in 1907.

In either case the 
city will be left without any ade- 
quate, or even partial system, of col- 
lection. Such a condition § resulting 


to the contract would bring a de- 
plorable condition The conference 
last night was tntended to discuss 
what is best to do. 

It might be profitable in the long 
run for the city to procure equipment 
and take over the work and a_ re- 
lease fee, as liquidated damages from 
the contractor, might help some in 
that plan but the city has no place 
to take the garbage, unless it be the 
farm near Covina which is a precari- 
ous position for any one disposing of 
garbage. 

It is possible in the dilemma that 
the board will call on the Council 
tomorrow to take prompt action and 
authorize some new system under 
the Board of Public Worka.

“Round Wis neck a rope of 
black silk was knotted ina large 
bulb, with @ying ends projecting be- 
yond the collar of his coat.” 

Ward F. Lamon, his friend and at

tive taste in the choice of hats.” 
and that with him the high hat of his 
customary wear “served the double 
‘purpose of an ornamental headgear 
and a kind of office or receptacle for 
his private papers and memoranda.” 

With gloves Lincoln was still more 
et sea. “The necessity of wearing 
gloves.” says Lamon, “he regarded as 
an afiiction, a violation of the statute 
‘against cruejty to animals.” 

On one ion an old western 
friend with -his wife had come to see 
the President, and had been invited 
to take a ride with him and Mrs. Lin- 
coln in their “new barouche,” which 
‘Lincoln had once calied “The slickest 
giass hack in town.” 

Each man, it seems. had soucht his 
wife's advice as to the propriety of 
wearing gloves. The friend appeared 
in all the discomfort of new tight 
gloves, while Lincoln was gloveless. 


Embarrassed. the friend began to 


take the gloves off. when he noticed 
that Lincoln was cloomily putting on 
his own. The

'looked up, and the ridiculousness of 
the situation struck them both. The 
two men burst out laughing, and the 
despised gloves were laid aside for the 
reat of the day. 


His Happiest Hours. 

Lincoln took little exercise or fresh 
air. HRarely he took a ride on horse- 
back. More often he would drive to 
some one of the many camps about 
Washington, to witness a camp wed- 
ding, a flag raising, a review or some 
other ceremony. 

The private soldier was his ‘friend, 
the lad in the ranks, and for him the 
President would do anything—any- 
thing but make a speech. “I have 
made a great many poor speeches,” he 
said, “and I now feel relieved that my 
dignity does not permit me to be a 
public speaker.” 

He was happiest when romping 
with his yeunger boys, Willie and 
“Tad"—when he could run off with 
them for half an hour of playing 
horse or blind-man's-buff, or canter- 
ing about with one of them on his 
shoulders, in boisterous and very un- 
Presidential fashion. Evenings ‘“Tad” 
would lie about the office until he fell 
asleep, when his father would perch 
him on his shoulder and bear him off 
to 


Lincoln's most frequent walk was 


alo the gravel path that led across 
the wh between the White House 
and the War Department building. 


Here he would frequently go to give 
some instruction or to sit beside the 
telegraph instruments and listen to 
the reports they brought, or have «a 
“wire-talk.”’ 

William B. Wilson, who fifty years 
ago was a telegrapher in the war of- 
fice, has told of coming once to Lin- 
coln with a message from some per- 
turbed and excited Governor. As he 
started to go back Lincoln called to 
his boys to come along. 


“We had barely ched the gravel 
walk,” says Mr. lison, “before he 
stooped over, picked up a round, 


thumb, challenged us to a game of 
“followings,” which we accepted. 
“Each in turn tried te hit the out- 
lying stone, which was being constant- 
ly projected onward by the President.

The game was short, but exciting, and 
was not ended until the steps of the 
War Department were reached. Every 
inch of progression was toughly con- 
tested, and when the President was 
declared victor it was only by a hand- 


span. 

“He appeared to be as much pleased 
as if he had won a battle, and softened 
the defeat of the vanquished by at- 
tributing his success wo his greater 
height cf person and longer reach of 
arm.” 

Yet the fun-loving. story-telling, 
simple-mannered President was the 
only calm man among the excited 
throngs in Washington. While poll- 
ticlans and generals fan here and 
there in a fever, he was coolly weigh- 
ing the value of events and forecast- 
ing the future. se 

Beneath all his roughness and the 
apparent mirth of his lighter moments 
lay the great, clear purpose to prose- 
cute the war on a plane no man could 
criticise—the purpose to stick always 
to the truth and right, to give every 
man his just due, and to err on the 
side of charity and kindness.

LAND TITLE INVOLVED. 


Location of Artesfan Well Sunk on 
Entry is Pivotal Point in Case Cov- 
ering Many Acres. 

Recetver Buren of the local land 
office heard the evidence yesterday in 
a contested case involving the right 
of Dr. Henry P. O'Connor of this city 
to 320 acres of land located near Mec- 
ca, in Imperial county. The land was 
acquired by O'Connor three years 
by means of a desert land entry, and 
at his first annual proof, he alleged 
that he had spent $230 on the prop- 
erty.

AST TRAIN TO 
DEVELOP TRADE. 


WILL BRING VALLEY AND SHORE 
IN CLOSE TOUCH. 


Increasing Traffic to and From 
San Joaquin Valley Requires 
Transportation—One 


Quicker 
Night Only Between the Points 
Will Bencfit Los Angeles. 


Following paramount purpose to 
develop passenger traffic to Los An- 
geles, the Southern Pacific will start 
a new service to and from the San 
Joaquin Valley next Sunday. The 
train is made necessary by the in- 
creased development in that territory, 
particularly in the increased summer 
traffic between points in the valley 
and the beach resorts adpacent to Los 
Angeles. It will also afford a one- 
night service from that territory to 
thfs city and the beach towns. In 
addition, the business man coming 
from or going to the valley, will have 
a night journey either way, affording 
an opportunity to transact business 
and return with a minimum loss of 
daylight time. 

This train, to be known as No. 49, 
will leave Los Angeles at 7:30 p.m. 
and reach Fresno at 4:50 @.m., con- 
necting with the train leaving Fresno 
at 5:00 a.m. and reaching San Fran- 
cisco at 12:08 p.m. This will enable 
quick communication between Los 
Angeles and all points in the San 
Joaquin Valley as far north as Stock- 
ton, also to Sacramento. 

The train will carry one sleeping 
car for Bakersfield, one for Goshen, 
which will be carried through to 
Coalinga on the train leaving Goshen 
at 7:05 a.m. This will get the Coal- 
inga car into Coalinga at 9:20 a.m., 
as against the old schedule of 1:10 
p.m. There will also be one sleep- 
ing car to Fresno andaé_ée$ standard 
tourist sleeper to Oakland, which will 
take care of the San Joaquin Valley 
points north of Fresno. The car for 
Bakersfield and Fresno will be cut out 
on arrival of the train at those points, 
and can be occupied by passengers 
until 7:00 a.m. This means passen- 
gers can leave Los Angeles after din- 
ner at night and be at points in the 
San Joaquin Valley for business early 
in the morning. 

Southbound, this train will leave 
Fresno at 16:50 at night and reach 
Los Angeles at 8:00 a.m., handling, in 
addition to the standard and tourist 
sleepers from San Francisco, sleeper 
from Fresno and two sleepers from 
Bakersfield, the Goshen sleeper com- 
ing down on train No. 8&8, reaching 
here at 7:05 a.m.

TRONG PULL 
FOR A THRUST. 


STRANGE CRAFT IS BUILDING AT 
LONG BEACH. 


{Special Correspondence of The Times.) 

LONG BEACH, May 29.—A 
strange craft designed for speedy 
travel under the sea, is in the mak- 
ing at the Craig shipbuilding plant 
on the Long Beach inner harbor. 

Several draughtsmen are at work 
on the plans.of the new Cage sub- 
marine, and a force of 100 men will 
be engaged on its mechanical con- 
struction as soon as the necessary 
material can be assembled. 
John F. Craig, the consulting and 
constructing engineer, is a member 
of the American Society of Naval 
Architects and Marine Engineers. 
He has minutely studied every detall 
of this new type of submarine and is 
imbued with such confidence in its 
practical and successful working 
that he has taken a substan pe- 
cunlary interest in the company 
which is financing the ‘enterprise. 
John Milton Cage is the youthful 
Inventor of the craft. 
Of this vessel, perhaps the most 
striking feature to the untechnical 
observer is the attachment of pro- 
pellers inclosed in cylinders to each 
side of the boat, near the front and 
at its greatest breadth. The ex- 
pected effects of this novel arrange- 
ment are manifold. The propellers 
pull the boat instead of pushing it, 
as has been found to be the only 
propelling an 


great in ploughing’ 
through the water. These side pro- 
pellers near the head have a ten- 
dency to pull the water away from 
the front and thus enable the boat 
more easily to penetrate the mass. 
Being enclosed in cylinders the 
blades of the propellers get a more 
effectual grip upon the plastic ele- 
ment and according to the belief of 
the rs require less power to 
move the boat. At the same time 
their action tends to diminish the 
friction of the water upon the sides 
of the boat which taper to a point in 
the rear. 

Another effect of having the pro- 
pellers placed near the head is the 
better control it gives the pilot in 
stecring the craft. In all other 
submarines propelled from behind, 
there is a tendency to dive, often 
with fatal results. This requires 
constant and anxious watchfulness 
on the part of the pilot. The Cage 
disposition of the propellers, so it is 
calculated, obviates that trouble and 
there is no difficulty if moving along 
on even keel. 

Another feature of the Cage sub- 
marine is that the same motive 
power is to be used both for surface 
sailing and for submergence. In all 
present submarines gasoline engines 
are used for surface sailing and elec- 
tric storage batteries for submer- 
gence. The reason why it is neces- 
sary to provide this duplicate power 
is that the storage battery is too 
ponderous to be used for fast sail- 
ing on the surface, and the gasoline 
engine cannot be used when the 
boat is submerged on account of 
ite effect In vitiating the air. 

In the Cage submarine it is ex- 
pected that gasoline engines can 
well be used, both on the surface 
and beneath it. In ‘the latter case, 
as well as at other times the exhaust 
is to be disposed of externally to the 
operating room, so the air in that 
compartment may not be vitiated by 
the naptha vapor. 

The vessel will be seventy-five feet 
in length and will have a cvylindri- 
cal hull only nine feet in diameter. 
It will look like a huge rod of steel, 
sharply pointed at both ends. The 
displacement will be 300 tons, and 
derricks are now being built by the 
Craigs capable of handling this huge 
machine as readily as one would 
play with a toy. . 

It is expected that this new steel 
submarine, equipped with these and 
other new devices, will be launched 
October 1.
